This office has received three Freedom of Information requests from Mr. Lifton 
but has yet to release any documents to him. One case was transferred to the 
Department of the Army, one case resulted in a "no record" determination, and 
one case is still pending. The documents now undergoing review are considered 
to be germane to your request, and you will be provided a copy of any re- 
leasable material. . 

Since you have Indicated that at least a portion of the information you seek 
may be held by the Departments of the Army and Navy, we have forwarded your 
request to them for direct response to you. 

We will advise you of the outcome of the review process concerning the above- 
mentioned documents as soon as that process is completed.
